7 II. The preſent Queſtion, is not about the Lawful- 
neſs or Unlawfulneſs of Forms of Prayer in Gene. 
ral; nor about the Lawfulneſs of that Form, or thoſe

Forms, which are preſcrib'd in the Common-Prayer- 
Bool, as unto their matter and manner of Compo 201 5 
abſolutely conſider'd; nor yet about the Expediency 
ot the whole Syſteme of Worſhip limited thereunto: 
But it Reſpetts all theſe things, and the like, with Re- 
ference unto the Perſons defcrib'd m the Enquiry. 
And as unto the Perſons intended in the Enquiry, we 
Judge this Practice Unlawful unto them, as conty 
unto ſundry Rules of the Scripture, and wherein it is 
Condemned, 5 5 
I. It is contrary unto that general Rule, in theſe Ca- 
ſes given us by the Apoſtle, (Gal. 2. 18.) 17, Build 
Again the things that I Deſtroyed, I make my Self a Tranſ- 
greſſor. To Deſtroy or diſſolve any thing in the Wor- 
lip of G ©», is, to lay it aſide, and remove it out 
of that Worſhip, as that which we have no Divine 
Obligation unto. S the Apoſtle deſtroy'd the legal Ce- 
remonies whereof he there Speaks, and no otherwiſe. 
To Build again, is to admit into the Worſhip of G © »_ 
as wſefut unto the Edification of the Church. And 
theſe are contrary, {0 as that, if the one be a Duty, 
the other in the ſame Cale, or with Reſpect unto 6 
ſame things, is a Sin. If it were a Duty to Deſtroy, 
it is a Sn to, Build ; and if it be a Duty to Build, lt was a 
Sn to Deſtroy. He that doth beth, makes himſelf 
Vnavoidably a Tanſgreſſr. 5 
But, we have in this Senſe, as unto our Selves, De- 
firoy'd th Form of Worſhip; that is, we have o- 
mitted it,and left it out inthe Service of the-Church, 
as that, which we had uo Divine Obligation unto, and 
as that. which was not unto Edification ; If we nom

For that any 
thing which a Man doth in the Worſhip'of Go v, 
may be of Faith, it is neceſſury that he be convinc'd 
or perſwaded that it is his Duty ſo to do: (Mat. 28. 20.

It is no Rule in the Worſhip of G o p, that we 
ſhould do what we can, or that we have a Liberty to 
do this or that, which we yet ſuppoſe, all Cireum- 
ſtances conſider'd, that we are not Divinely obliged 
to do. In all things in General, and in Particular 
Duties or Inſtances, we muſt have an Obligation on 
our Conſciences, from the Authority of G o », that 
ſo we ought to do, and that our not doing of it, is a 


neglett of a Duty, or it is not of Faith. The perfor- 


mance of any thing in the Worſhip of G o p, hath 
in it, the Formal Nature of a Duty, given it, by its 
Reſpect unto Divine Authority. For ,a Duty to 
Go p, that is not an Act of Obedience with Reſpect 
unto His Authority, is a Contradiction. l 
Wherefore, ns Man can (that is, Læmſully and with- 
out Sin) go to, and attend on this kind of Religious 
Worſhip, but he, who judgeth his ſo doing to be a 
Duty, that Go p requireth of him, and which it 
would be his Sin to omit, every Time he goes unto 
it. Go p will not accept of any Service from us on 


other Terms. Whether _ be the Judgement of -

they may do well to conſider. V 
III. It is contrary to the Rule delivered, (Mal. 1. 
13,14) Te brought that which was Torn, and the Lame, 
and the Sic; thus ye brought an Offering, Should J accept 
this of your Hand ſaith the Lo x D. But curſed, be the de- 
ceiver, that hath in his Flack a Male, and Vometh and Sa- 
erificeth unto the Lo R D a corrupt thing : For I am 4 
great King ſaith the Lo R D of Hoſts, We are obli- 
ged by all Divine Laws, Natural, Moral and Poſitive, 
to ſerve Go p always with our bet. The Obligati- 
ons hereunto are inſeperable, from all juſt Concepti- 
ons of the Divine Nature, 1 our Relation there- 
unto.

are better amongſt others; It is Anſwered, that the 
Rule reſpe&ts not Degrees, where the whole Admini- 
ſtration is acording to the Mind of G o , bur diffe. 
rent Kinds of Worſhip, as Worſhiping by a limited 
preſcribed Form, and Worſhiping by the Aſſiſtance 
of the Spirit of G o b, are. e 
IV. It is contrary unto that Rule, Let all Things be 
done to edifying. (1 Cor. 14. 26.) Whatſoever doth

wat promote Edification, is excluded out of the Wor- 
ſhip of the Church by Vertue of this Rule, Nor 
can it be a Duty in us to give Countenance thereun- 
to, or to make Uſe of it. It is ſaid, that Prayer is 
the Worſhip of G Oo p; Theſe Forms of it are only 
a Determination of the manner of it, or an outward 
Means of that Worſhip. Let it be 3 5 Al- 
though it be certain that as preſcribed they are Parts 
of the Service They are therefore Means that are 
an Help. and Furtherance unto Ed fication in Prayer, 
or they are an Hinderance of it or they are of 10 
Uſe or Signification one Way or the other. If it 
be ſaid, that they are an Help unto Edification, and 


are found ſo by Experience, in the Excluſion of any 


other Way of Worſhip ; then I ask, why they are 
not conſtantly uſed ? Why do we at any Time, in any 
Place refuſe the Aid and Help of them, unto this 

great End, of all Things that are done in the Church? 
But this can be pleaded only by thoſe, who contend 


for the conſtam Uſe of them in the Worſhip of 


G op, with whom at, preſent we are not concern'd. 
If it be acknowledg'd, that indeed they are an Hin- 
derance- unto Edification, which is more promoted 
without them, 'yet are they not in themſelves Un- 
lawful ; I ſay as before, that is not the preſent Que- 
ſtion. We enquire only, whether the Uſe of them 
by thoſe who Judge them Hinderances unto Edificati- 
on, be not Cont#ary to the Rule mentioned, Lr all 
Typing be done unto Edifying.

V. It is inconſiſtent with that Sincerity in Profeſſion 
that is required of us. Our public Conjunction with 


others, in Acts and Duties of Religious Worſhip, is 
a part of that Profeſſion which we make; And our. 
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— 


whole Profeſſion, is nothing but the eee, of 
the Subjection of our Souls unto the Authority of 
Cunx1sr, according unto the Goſpel, Wherefore, 
in this Conjur: ction in Worſhip, we do profeſs, that it 
is Divinely requir'd of us, and that it is part of that 
Obedience which we owe to JESUS CHRIS rt. 
And if we do not ſo Judge it, we are Hipocritical in 
. what we do, or the Profeſſion that we ma ce; and to 
deny, that our Practice is dur Profeſſion in the Sight 
of Gov and Men, is to introduce all manner of Li- 
centiouſneſs into Religion. N | 
VI. Such a Practice is in very many Inſtances, contra- 
ry unto the great Rule of not giving Offence. For it is 
unavoidable, but that many will be given and taken, 
and. ſome of them of pernicious Conſequence” unto 
the Souls of Men. In particular, 
Firs, Woe will be unto the World becauſe of theſe 05 
fences, For hence our Adverſaries, will take Occaſi- 


on, to juſtify themſelves, in their moſt Falſe and In- 


jurious Charges againſt Diſſinters, unto the hardening 
of them in their Ways. As (1. ) they accuſe them 
as Fattions and Seditions, in that they will not do 
what they can do, and what by the preſent Practice 
they own to be the Mind of Go D, that they ſhould 
do, (or elſe expreſsly play the Hipocrites) for the ſake 
of Peace, Order and Obedience unto Magiſtrates. 
(2.9 That they pretend Cinſcience, wherein indeed it 
38 not concern'd in their own Judgment, ſeeing on 


outward Conſiderations, which Conſcience can have no 
regard unto, they can do what is required. On theſe 


Apprehenſions, they will 624 5 themſelves in their 
Security, ard harden themſelves in their Sint, it may 


be to their Perdition. Hoe be unto ibs by whom 
Such Offences come!

is the Nation. For we Juſt i fy what is done againft 
them, and condemn them in their Suffermgs, as ha-

There is zo Man who complys in this Matter, but it 
is a part of his Profeſſion, that thoſe who refuſe ſo to 
do, and are expoſed to Sufferings thereon, do not 


Suffer according to the Will of Go, or do their Suf- . 


ferings redound unto His Glory, And zo Offence or 
Scandal can be of an higher Nature ! 5 
Thirdly, Differences and Diviſions will on this pra- 
ctice, unavoidably ariſe between Churches themſelves, 
and Members of the ſame Church, which will be at- 
tended with innumerable Evil Conſequents unto the 
Diſhonour of the Goſpel, and it may be to the loſs 
of all Church-Communion. e 
Fourthly, Many will be induc'd, on the Example of 
others, eſpecially if they be Perſons of any Reputa- 


tion in the Church, who ſhall ſo prattice, .to follow 


them againſt their own Light, having the great Wejght 
of the Preſervation of their Liberties, and Goods ly- 
ing on the ſame Side. And, Experience will quick- 
ly ſhew, what will be the Event hereof, either in To- 
tal Apoſtaſy, or that Terror of Conſcience which they 


will find no eaſy Relief under, as it hath fallen out 


with ſome already. And, | 

_ Fifthly, It is a Juſtification of our Adverſaries in the 
Cauſe wherein we are ingag'd, (1.) in their Church 
State, (2.) In a reading Miniſtry, (3.) In their caſting 
us out of Communion on the preſent Terms. (4.) In 
their Judgment concerning us in the point of Schiſm, 
as might eaſily be manifeſte. 

Laſtly, There is in this practice, a viſible Compliance 
with the Deſign of the Preſcription of this Form of 
Service, unto the Sole Uſe of the Church in the Duties 
of Divine Worſhip. And this, in the Nature * 
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thing it ſelf, is an Excluſion of the Exerciſe: of the 
Gifts of the HOLY SPIRIT in that Worſhip, 
which is given and continued by: CHRIS , to 
this very End, that the Church may be edified in Di- 
vine Worſhip, and the due Performance of it. And 
whether this Anſwers our Loyalty unto Cu Rist, in His 
Kingly Office, ought to be well enquir'd into. 

And we ſhall hereby, on a meer Act of outward 
force, joyn with Them in Church Communion, Who 
have caſt us out of their Communion, by the Inpo- 
_ ſition of Principles and Practices in Divine Worſhip, 
no Way warranted by the Scripture, or Authority of 
Canrrs,r: ho allow us vo. Church State among our 
ſelves ; Nor will joyn in any one Act of Church Com- 
munion with Us ! Who per ſecute us even unto Death, 
and will not be ſatisfi'ꝰd with any. compliance, without 
a Total Renuntiation of our Principles, and Practice 
in the Worſhip of G o p, and giving away our whole 
Cauſe about the State of the Church, and other Di- 
vine Inſtitutions ! Beſides, at preſent we ſhall ſeem to 
be Influegne'd. by a Reſpect unto their Excommuni- 
cations; which as they are managed, and adminiſtred 
at preſept, are not only an high profanation of a Sa- 
cred Ordinance, but ſuited to expoſe Chriſtian Religi-

Participation, by Virtue of that Communion, and 
not on his own Perſonal Account. If it be otherwiſe, 
where any one is received unto the Participation of 
this Ordinance, there he is admitted unto entire 
Memberſhip, and is engag'd unto all the Duties 
thereunto belonging.

And thus is it in this Caſe, for thoſe unto whom 
they joyn themſelves herein, if but occaſionally, do 
(2.)

It is ſad, that nb Perſons in this or any other 
Ordinance of Divine Worſhip, are pelluted, or made 
guilty. by the Sins of others, with whom they do 
communicate. It is anſwered, that this is not at pre 
ſent enquir'd into. That whieh ſuch Perſons are 
charged with, is their own Sins onely, m making apro- 
feſſion of Spiritual Incorporation, or becoming of 
one Body, one Bread with them, and of Drinking into 
the ſame Spirit with them, when they do nor Eſteem 
them ſo to be, in the Exerciſe of Love without Dil- 
ſimulation. The neglect alſo of other expreſs Du- 
ties, which we owe unto thoſe, who ſtand in that U- 
nion with us, will neceſſarily follow hereon. Wei- 
ther do ſuch Perſons, as ſo Communicate, intend to 
take on themſelves an Obligation unto al thoſe Du- 
ties which are required of them, towards thoſe 
with whom they profeſs themſelves to be one Spiritu.

III. They would hereby, not onely juſtify the whole Service 
of the Liturgy, but the Ceremonies alſo enjoyned to be uſed 
in the Adminiſtration of this Sacrament.

On theſe Conſiderations, which might be enlarged, 
and many others that might be added, it is evident, 
that the Practice enquired into, with Reſpect unto 
the Perſons at Firſ# intended, is Unlawful ;, and In- 
cludes in it, a Renuntiation of all the Principles of 
that Church Communion, wherein they are ingaged.

Such as declare and enjoyn it, as the only trueWorſhip {| 
of the Church : Secondly, Such as Prohibit, Condemn, 
and puniſh all other Ways of the Worſhip of Go 
in Church Aſſemblies; By our Communion and Con- 
junction in it, we Baß thoſe Laws.
